AEC acquires $7.8 million loan 


United States Rep. William L.

"The loan, guaranteed by the Ru- 
ral Electric Administration in 
Washington will finance the con- 
struction of bulk transmission facil- 
ities to integrate a planned Com- 
pressed Air Energy Unit into the 
Alabama Electric Cooperative's ex- 
isting transmission facilities," stat- 
ed Dickinson, "The Com Air 
Energy Storage Unit, which will re- 
ceive additional funding from the 
R.E.A., will be the first of its kind 
in the nation. This revolutionary fa- 
cility was designed by R.E.A, and 
the Electric Power Institute of Palo 
Alto, California to utilize com- 
ressed air pumped in high volumes 
into an underground storage area, 
The air is released under pressure to 
drive above-ground turbine genera- 
tors." 

The unit will be energy saving 
and cost effective by allowing the 


A.E.C, to increase the efficiency of 
existing generating plants during 
off-peak electrical use hours," added 
Rep, Dickinson. 

The $70 million new facility, 
which will be located in McIntosh, 
Alabama, in Washington County, 
will also serve ten second district 
counties as well as sections of 
southwest Alabama and northwest 
Florida. 

The counties to be effected in- 
clude Barbour, Coffee, Conecuh, 
Covington, Crenshaw, Dale, Gene- 
va, Henry, Montgomery and Pike. 

"The approval of this substantial 
loan for the Andalusia district of the

The National Education Associa- 
tion recently released its latest esti- 
mates of current school statistics

category for measuring public edu- 
cation. 

The release from AEA stated that 
it was epparent from the numbers 
that Alabama was quickly sliding 
down the scale of educational excel- 
lence. The pupil-teacher ratio re- 
mained near the highest in the na- 
tion, while per pupil expenditures 
were again close to the bottom, The 
reduction in average teacher salary

Federal grant to provide meals to 
low-income families in county 


Alabama Congressman Bill 
Dickinson announced last week that 
approval had been received on a fed- 
eral grant that will provide adequate 
meals for certain low-income fami- 
lies in Coffee, Geneva and Houston 
counties. 

Dickinson said that he was noti- 
fied that the Human Resource De- 
velopment Corporation, a non-

ist and a number of part-time work- 
ers to come into select homes and 
work with homemakers to provide 
nutritious meals, The money will 
also be used to purchase emergency 
food stuffs to be distributed to cer- 
tain families in the service area dur- 
ing the crisis situations." 

"I am pleased to have been able 
to pass along the good news of this 
grant," added Dickinson, "and I look

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CONFLICT MANAGEMENT: 
The Results Are Crucial 
Acts 6:1-7 does not contain a "fairy 
tale" - rather it contains the record of a 
real conflict (the first serious conflict 
faced by the early church). The real con- 
flict involved real people with real con- 
cerns, fears, frustrations, questions, etc. 
The results of the early church's 
sensible handling of their first major 
conflict provides encouragement and a 
challenge for contemporary churches. 
There is hope in the midst of con- 
flict. Conflict can be managed skillful- 
ly, and the skillful managing of conflict 
carries a wake of good results -- though 
the rowing may be difficult. 
My appreciation for the results of the 
early church's skillful handling of her 
- conflict is deepened when I think about 

what else could have happened. For ex- 
, ample, a split could have occurred with- 
» in the church. 

Modern churchmen are aware that 
one of the main reasons for the begin- 
ning of new churches is that of splits 
off other congregations. 

One can easily imagine that the less 
skillful handling of the conflict con- 


fronting the early church could have re- * 


sulted in the formation of "The Grecian 
Church of Jerusalem" and "The Hebrew 
- Church of Jerusalem.” 
Also one can easily imagine that the 
conflict could have resulted in more 
deeply hurt feelings.

The church lives in the midst of a 
world in conflict. The world is searching 
for solutions. The church's ability to 
handle her own conflicts properly will 
influence her own vitality and her im- 

act upon the world. Thus the proper 
fandliig of conflict is one of the 
church's greatest assets.

STERILIZATION OF JARS 

With the possible exception of 
jelly-making, our recommendation 
has always been that jars do not 
need to be sterilized prior to can- 
ning. The newer USDA recommen- 
dation will be as follows: 

Jars that will be filled with food 
and processed in a boiling water 
bath for less than 15 minutes 
need to be sterilized. This is done 
by covering them with hot water 
and boiling for 15 minutes before 
they are filled. 

After this 15-minute time, sim- 
ply leave the jars in the hot water 
until you are ready to fill them. Jars 
that will be filled with food and 

rocessed in a boiling water bath 
for 15 minutes or more do not 
require sterilizing. 

Also, jars to be processed in a 
pressure canner will be adequately 
sterilized during processing and do 
not require the boiling water pre- 
treatment,

It is best to check jars of food 
within 24 hours of canning, If any 
jars did not seal, treat the food as 
fresh, It can be eaten immediately, 
refrigerated, frozen or recanned.

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NEW USDA RECOMMEN-

LY 

Previously, open kettle canning 
was the recommended procedure for 
sealing jelly containers. With this 
method, boiling hot jelly is poured 
into sterilized hot jars, leaving 1/8- 
inch head space. Lids are placed on 
the jars and the bands are screwed 
on firmly. The jelly is then left in 
an upright position to cool. : 

By working with boiling hot jars 
and jelly and leaving a small 
amount of head space, a vacuum 
seal would form as the jelly cooled. 
No heat processing is involved. 


NEW USDA RECOMMEN- 
DATION 

Presently, processing jelly for 
five minutes in a water bath canner 
is recommended to minimize the 
risk of spoilage. Using the open 
kettle method or sealing with paraf- 
fin may increase the chance of mold 
spoilage due to the hot, humid cli- 
mate of Alabama. 


LIME AND ALUM IN PICK- 
LING 

The USDA is still recommending 
that lime and alum are not neces- 


, sary for crisp pickles if good quality 


ingredients are used and up-to-date 
methods are followed. Alum used in 
excess can cause digestive upsets. 
Lime, if used incorrectly, can alter 
the pickled product's pH, making it 
lower in acid and thus allowing 
harmful microorganisms to grow. 
Be sure you follow recipes carefully 
when using any recipes with lime 
and alum in them, 


MICROWAVE BLANCHING 

The verdict on microwave blanch- 
ing of vegetables is still the same 
as it was a year ago. Our view is 
that microwave blanching may not 
be effective. 

Research has shown that some 
enzymes may not be inactivated. 
Also, power differences between 
microwave ovens make blanching 
time difficult to determine, 

Those wishing to microwave 
blanch should work in small quanti- 
ties, following the directions for the 
particular microwave oven. 


ANTI-DARKENING SOLU- 
TIONS FOR CANNING 

Light colored fruits can darken 
quickly as they are being prepared 
for canning. The following solu- 
tions are recommended to prevent 
this air-enzyme reaction: 

1. Drop the fruit in a solution 
made from one teaspoon ascorbic 
acid (vitamin C) crystals or one 3 
gram crushed ascorbic acid tablet in 
a gallon of water. 

. Use a commercial ascorbic acid 
mixture available in grocery stores, 
according to package directions. 

3. Immerse the peeled fruit in a 
sugar syrup. Drain fruit before can- 
ning. 

4, Drop the fruit into a citric acid 
or lemon juice solution - use one 
teaspoon citric acid or 3/4 cup lem- 
on juice to a gallon of water. Drain 
fruit before canning. 

The old salt/vinegar/water treat- 
ment is not routinely being recom- 
mended because: | - It is not as ef- 
fective as other methods; 2 - Better 
methods such as ascorbic acid tab- 
lets are readily available at low 
cost; and 3 - Many people need to 
reduce their salt intake.

THE, FOSTER CHILD 

In recent weeks we have looked 
at foster parenting and some of the 
qualities of these special people. 
Today let's take a look at the foster 
child. 

A foster child is not different in 
the sense of the need to belong, the 
need to be loved, and the need to be 
understood. But there is a similarity 


to the main character in the story,’ 


"A Man Without A Country." 

For sure they do have a country, 
but they are without a home of 
their own. Like the man without a 
country, who is without the rights 
of other human beings and whose 
undoing has been brought on by his 
own fault, so the foster child is of- 
ten viewed in the same way. 

Most of these children feel it is 
their fault for the failure of their 
parents. They feel that if they had 
been good, this thing of foster care 
would not have happened to them. 

Foster children are usually un- 
happy and bewildered. They really 
do not understand what has hap- 
pened to them and why. They often 
Judge themselves as being "bad" and 
often are mad children. They have 
been taken away from all that is fa- 
miliar to them. 

They are disappointed and embar- 
rassed all at the same time; they 
feel guilty. These feelings of guilt 
are often exhibited in angry out- 
bursts which confirm, at least to 
them anyway, that they are bad. 

They are fearful and afraid; Mey 
fear the unknown; they are wil 
Strangers now. They do not know

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HOUSEHOLD HINTS

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Barbecuing Time 

Take advantage of the pretty 
weather by cooking outdoors. Bar- 
becuing is a wonderful way to save 
energy, keep the house cool and en- 
tertain friends. : 

For example, try barbecuing 
chicken, One of the secrets of suc- 
cess is to allow time for a long, 
slow cooking. Allow between 1 1/4 
and 1 1/2 hours for cooking. 

Choose young, meaty birds 
weighing around two and one-half 
pounds. Spilt or quarter them, then 
place them close together on the 
grill with the skin side up. 

Baste the pieces with your favor- 
ite barbecue sauce. Use a pair of 
tongs to turn the chicken. A fork 
will pierce the skin and let juices 
escape--this will cause the meat to 
be dry. 

Test the drumstick to see if the 
bones turn easily. This usually in- 
dicates that the bird is done. 


Defrosting Meat The 
Safe Way 

Defrosting meat is a lot like 
dieting--it's best to go slow and 
easy. That means leave meat in the 
main part of the refrigerator to 
thaw, not putting it out on a coun- 
tertop. 

Refrigerator thawing is slower 
than thawing at room temperature, 
but less juice, flavor and quality is 
lost. More importantly, meat may 
spoil when defrosted outside the re- 
frigerator. 

Cook meat as soon as it's de- 
frosted, or has only a few ice crys- 
tals in it. Cook defrosted meats us- 
ing the same recommended methods 
as for fresh meats. 


Vegetables and 
Nutrition 

Your mother had a real good rea- 
son for telling you to eat your veg- 
elables--they are good for you! 

Vegetables have no cholesterol. 
They're low in saturated fats and 
calories, and high in taste, vita- 
mins, minerals and bulk. Also, 
they come in a variety of colors and 
textures, 

In addition, vegetables are good 
protein sources, Proteins are made 
up of amino acids, eight of which 
your body must have, but can't 
make for itself. Your body needs 
protein to grow, keep itself in good 
repair and give you energy, 

Some foods have "complete" 
protein--they give you the cight es- 
sential amino acids in the right 
amounts. All foods from animal 
sources such as milk, poultry, fish, 
eBgs, cheese and meat have com- 
plete protein. But, many of these 
foods also contain high amount of 
saturated fats, cholesterol and calo- 
ries, 

However, vegetable sources of 
proteins such as grains, dried beans, 


peas, nuts and seeds are usually low 
in one or another of the eight ami- 
no acids. They become good protein 
sources when combined with other 
incomplete protein foods at the 
same meal. 

You can also pair vegetable pro- 
teins with complete proteins from 
low-fat animal sources such as low- 
fat dairy products, and small 
amounts of fish, poultry or lean 
meat. 


Prepare Freezer For Fresh 
Vegetables 


This year's coming season is fast 
approaching, so don't forget the 
freezer, Defrost and give it a thor- 
ough cleaning before storing this 
year's fruits and vegetables. 

Unplug the freezer and remove 
all food. Store in a cardboard box or 
wrap newspapers around it to keep 
it from thawing. 

Put clean towels in the bottom 
of the freezer and pour cold water 
along the sides to thaw the frost. 
You can use a wooden spoon to 
help loosen the frost, but don't use 
metal utensils--they 'Il scratch the 
lining of the freezer, 

As the towels absorb water, 
wring them out and replace them. 
When the frost is removed, wash 
the inside with one quart warm wa- 
ter mixed with one tablespoon bak- 
ing soda. Rinse with clean water 
and wipe dry. Plug the freezer in 
and wait about 30 minutes before 
replacing the food.

Sheep production in Coffee 
County used to be a thing of the 
past.

With improved warmers and other 
items sheep production is resurfac- 
ing. 

Many Coffee County 4-H'ers 
have taken to this renewed interest 
in sheep. The First Annual Lamb 
Show was held last year, with 9 
youths from the County participat- 
ing. The peel of this project is to 
build self-confidence in the child 
and also to teach sheep production. 

Since sheep are very gently, 
even the smaller child can get into 
the action. Neal Grantham, age 5, 
from Elba showed last year and real- 
ly enjoyed it.

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Care For Silk 


Most people love, sensuous feel 
of silk, but hesitate to buy silk gar- 
ments because they worry about its 
durability. However, silk items will 
last a lifetime, provided you care for 
them properly. 

Don't wear pins on silk because 
they leave permanent holes. 

Avoid hanging silk garments in 
plastic bags--an organic fiber such 
as silk needs to "breathe", 

Don't wear silk garments too 
tight. The fabric will stretch, weak- 
en, pull and sag. Silk has poor 
springback. 

Hang silks only on padded hang- 
ers for support. Never hang them 
on wire hangers. 

Don't apply deodorants, body lo- 
tions, colognes or perfumes while 
dressed in silk garments. Such 
chemicals are harmful to silk. In- 
stead, apply before dressing and al- 
low to ay: 

Never use chlorine bleach or 
starch on silk, 

Finally, don't expose silk to the 
sun, strong lighting or dry hear for 
long periods. Such exposure prom- 
tes fading. 


Saftey Tips For Children 


How much do your children 
know about safety hea walking in 
traffic areas? Teach your children to 
Stay off streets and roads, and 
choose play areas for them that are 
safely away from traffic. Preschool 
children should be taught to cross 
the street only with an older person, 
Teach older children to stop at the 
curb and look, left, right, and left 
again before crossing, 

Children in elementary school 
tend to dart out into the streets at 
mid-block in residential areas. 
Teach them that if their vision is 
blocked by parked cars, they should 
first make sure no one in the Car is 
backing up, then stop at the edge of 
the car and look left, right and left 
again before crossing. 


Chicken Preparation Tips 


Chicken is a favorite food for 
many Coffee Countians, But you 
need to handle and prepare it careful- 
ly to avoid possible contamination 
or spoilage. Evelyn Crayton, Ex- 
tension Foods and Nutrition Spe- 
cialist at Auburn, offers these 
guidelines, 

After trimming and cutting up 
the chicken, wash it thoroughly, 
Then dispose of waste and sanitize 
the work surface. This helps elimi- 
nate bacteria transferred to chicken 
from the work surfaces, 

Avoid using wooden cutting sur- 
faces, because they're the perfect 
breeding area for bacteria, and are a 
common cause of cross- 
contamination, 

Don't put cooked chicken on a 
plate or tray that has held raw 
chicken unless it's been washed 
thoroughly first. 

Never interrupt the cooking pro- 
cess, Always cook chicken to an in- 
ternal temperature of 180% F., and 
reheat leftovers to 165% F. 

Finally, =p prepared chicken 
warmer than 140 degrees F, or cool- 
er than 45 degrees F,, because bac- 
teria thrive between these tempera- 
tures,

A former Elba police officer has 
filed a $250,000 federal lawsuit 
pealtist the City of Elba, the Elba

Michael Patrick, who according 
to the lawsuit is a resident of Enter- 
prise, and who resigned from the 
Bact department on February 5, 

88, has sought reinstatement on 
several occasions but has not been 
returned to the force. The lawsuit 
asks that he be returned to his for- 
Mer position and the appropriate 
salary, be paid back pay plus puni- 
tive damages in the amount of 
$250,000, and the defendants are 
asked to pay the reasonable attorney 
fees to Patrick's attorney. 

The suit also asks the court to 
"issue a permanent injunction en- 
Joining the defendants (city) and 
their agents and successors from en- 

aging in the pattern and practice of 
imiting or discouraging law en- 
forcement in the City of Elba on 
the basis of race or otherwise dis- 
criminating against Blacks in the 
enforcement of laws" 

In the nine page complaint, filed 
in the Middle District of Alabama, 
Patrick notes the defendants de- 
prived him of procedural due pro- 
cess in refusing to permit him to 
confront witnesses against him and 
by denying him equal protection 
and by denying his freedom of 
speech and association.

weeks of time for approval. 

Spurlin was upset with this 
timetable, noting he needed some 
sewer service now and if he went 
ahead and spent money himself, he 
wouldn't be inclined to immidately 
pay more to connect to the city sys- 
tem, 

A motion to move forward with 
this sewer extension was made by 
Council member John Sharpless af- 
ter English had predicted having the 
necessary money before the permits 
could be received, 

An effort by Jack Prescott to 
amend the motion requiring the city 
to move forward, even if they had 
to borrow the money, failed for lack 
of a second, 

The vote for the motion to move 
forward was approved by the coun- 
cil as English had requested with 
Prescott opposing, saying he want- 
ed the motion to take a stronger 
stand to insure the sewer line was 
completed, 

The group was told their water 
pressure problems would disappear 
Once a pressure boost pump was in- 
Stalled, eal said the pump has 
been purchased and the city is 
awaiting the arrival of a qualified 
engineer to do the adjusting before 
installing the pump. 

The council heard comments on 
4 proposed ordinance regulating yard 
Sales. The ordinance will be voted 
on at the next regular meeting. As 
modified by council members, the 
regulations will include require- 
ments for a permit, at no cost, lim- 
its of three days per sale and only 
three sales per year, per family, A 
penalty provision is being written 
into the law by the cily attorney, 

The council approved a recom- 
mendation by Mayor English that 
they pay $4678 to settle the class 
action suit that resulted in the sin- 
gle member districts for city coun- 
cil members. English noted that the 
city attorney noted it would proba- 
bly cost more to question the 
amount that any reduction possible. 
English explained that this amount 
was a reduction from the original 
$20,000 in the first bill received in 
the matter, It was reduced because 
Elba worked with the system to 
settle the case out of court. Total 
charges in the class action suit are 
reportedly over two million dollars. 

Police Chief John White told 


council members his department 


had been plagued with a rash of ac- 
cidents. Three happened Friday 
night, and all were serious, but for- 
tunately there were no fatalities, ac- 
cording to White. 

The final order of business was a 
report by English that the city had 
been. named in a $250,000 lawsuit 
by former police officer Michael 
Patrick. 
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Patrick contends that White fails 
to enforce the ABC laws of the 
State of Alabama and fails to pro- 
vide adequate law enforcement pro- 
tection to the citizens of Mulberry 
Heights. 

He complains in the suit that 
English was “anticipating his re- 
election campaign and did not want 
to alienate voters via DUI arrests 
and other law enforcement acti vity 
in Mulberry Heights.” 

Patrick contends that since his 
termination, he has been unable to 
secure employment as a law en- 
forcement officer with any agency 
and as a result of defendants' actions 
his reputation in the community 
has been injured and he has been 
caused humiliation, embarrassment 
and mental distress, 

Patrick, who began police work 
in Elba in June, 1986, had made 34 
DUI arrests (driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol) by the end of 
1987, according to his complaint. 
He said that the police chief told 
him to stop making the arrests for 
ABC violations and for DUI but 
that he continued to make the ar- 
rests. He says he was also told dur- 
ing this same period to "stay out of 
the Heights" after some residents 
complained of his arrests. 

€ notes he was suspended for 
five days after arresting a Mulberry 
Heights man on an outstanding 
warrant in December of 1987. 

Patrick, who was selected "Po- 
lice Officer of the Year" for 1987 
was asked to resign in February of 
1988, according to his complaint. 
He explained that if he refused to re- 
sign, he would be terminated. 

When he asked for reinstatement, 
both the Ee chief and the mayor 
refused, he contends. Patrick peti- 
tioned the city council for this rein- 
Statement and several Elba citizens 
met with the city council individu- 
ally in executive session. Follow- 
ing that executive session, the 
council voted to accept Patrick's 
resignation. 


Patrick also contends he should 
have been afforded the right to 
cross-examine those who testified 
against him in the executive ses- 
sion. 

In May, 1988 he again appeared 
before the council with petitions 
signed by area citizens and asked for 
his job back, He was told there 
were no openings in the department 
and that written city policy was for 
the council to hire police officers 
upon recommendation of the chief. 
Therefore if he wanted to again be 


an Elba police officer, he would 
have to apply with the chief and se- 
cure his recommendation for the po- 
sition, 

Patrick told The Elba ifs 
per on Tuesday of this week that he 
had tried several times to return to 
work before filing the lawsuit, be- 
cause he didn't like having to settle 
such matters with lawsuits. 

The summons accompanying the 
lawsuit requires the City to answer 
the compaint within 20 days of ser- 
vice of the complaint. 


Dubose wins runoff election in District 1 


Jim DuBose came from behind 
in Tuesday's runoff election to win 
the Democratic nomination for 
County Commissioner in District 
1. He defeated Leon Smart, who had 
lead him by over 200 votes in the 
first primary. Incumbant Jimmy 
Bryan lost his bid for re-election in 
the first primary, coming in third in 
the five candidate race, 

An unusually large turnout of 
voters in this runoff election ex- 
ceeded the number who voted in the 
first primary three weeks ago with 
both candidates picking up addition- 
al votes. 


DuBose received 719 votes to 
664 for Smart. Both candidates car- 
ried their home beats heavily, but 
the 284 to 57 win by DuBose in 
the Elba portion of the district was 
a large factor in the win, according 
to observers, 

DuBose will mect Republican 
Hubert Ray Bryan in November, 

In the Republican Primary, the 
two candidates for the Supreme 
Court received a total of 118 in 
Coffee County with Johnson lead- 
ing Watson by a vote of 75 to 43.

County Commission told new Health Dept. in 
Enterprise will include over 15,000 square feet 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
June 27 at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and viewed a sketch of the 
new Coffee County Health Depart- 
ment offices, scheduled for con- 
struction later this year north of En- 
terprise on Highway 167. 

The proposed new offices will be 
built on land given to the county 
by the Enterprise Industrial Board 
and the sketch passed around at 
Monday's meeting showed a 15,444 
Square foot building that included 
numerous offices, an auditorium 
and a library. 

The present health department 
building, located near Humana Hos- 
pital in downtown Enterprise, out- 
grew its usefulness years ago, ac- 
cording to county director Kenneth 
Ball, and included only 4,000 square 
feet, 

Comm. Sid Averett, a long time 
Supporter of the new building, ad- 
mitted that the proposed building 
was bigger than needed at this time, 
but stated it would allow the depart- 
ment to grow and add new programs 
at a future date, 

The commission meeting started 
at 9:00 p.m. and after the routine 
approval of minutes opened bids on 
numerous items. 

Bids on gasoline were received 
from five companies and ranged 
from a low of $5,401.92 from Price 
Oil to a high of $6,623.50 from 
HOCO, The commission voted to 
accept the bid of $5,411.60 from 
Heath Oil Company, of Enterprise, 
after agreeing to award the contract 
to the local company due to the 
closeness of the bids. 

Three bids on herbicide were all 
rejected by the commission after 
one of the bidders offered a bid on 
an alternate chemical and it was de- 
cided it would be easier to rebid 
than to check the chemical compo- 
sition of the alternate herbicide. 

Bids on artificial turf were re- 
ceived from four companies and 
ranged from a low of $10,990 from 
Enterprise Wholesale to a high of 
$15,452 from The Carpet Place. 
The commission tabled awarding 
the contract for the turf, which is to 
be placed in the Farm Center arena, 
until the committee in charge of the

Bids on resurfacing 23 miles of 
county roads were also opened at 
the meeting and once again the bids 
included a wide range of prices.
